Rothmans Honda's Wayne Gardner 
won his third 500cc Grand Prix of 
1986 in the rain-sodden British 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series held at Silver- 
stone on August 3. The Australian 
beat Belgian Didier DeRadigues 
(Hon) and Marlboro Yamaha's 
Eddie Lawson; Lawson's team- 
mate, Rob McElnea, and Team 
Lucky Strike Roberts’ Randy Ma- 
mola (Yam) rounded out the top 
five. The race was delayed one 
hour after Australian Paul Lewis 
crashed on the first lap and broke 
three bones in his foot. Team Lucky 
Strike Roberts’ Mike Baldwin fin- 
ished 16th in the race after suffer- 
ing through gearing and vision 
problems. Lawson’s 109 points 
still leads the championship to 
Gardner's 93 and Mamola's 92. 








Frenchman Dominque Sarron (Hon) 
beat championshi p-leader Carlos La- 
vado (Yam) to win the 250cc class at 
Silverstone on August 3; Spaniard 
Sito Pons finished third. Lavado leads 
Pons, 99-84, in the race for the 250cc 
title. In the 125cc class, August Auin- 
ger (MBA) took the win over Domen- 
cico Brigaglia (Duc) and Luca Cada- 
lora. Britain’s lan McConachie won 
the 80cc class and the team of E. 
Streuer and B. Schnieders won the 
sidecar race. 


Kawasaki's Georges Jobe won 
both motos of the 500cc Moto- 
cross Grand Prix in Namur, Bel- 
gium, on August 3. Eric Geboers 
(Hon) went 2-2 for second overall 
with Andre Malherbe's (Hon) 3-3 
taking third. World Champion 
David Thorpe (Hon) finished fourth 
with a 5-4 tally; in the champion- 
ship point standings, Thorpe leads 
the chase with 281 points to 
Geboers' 278 and Malherbe's 277 
with only one round remaining in 
the series; it'S scheduled for Lux- 
embourg on August 10. 


Reports from Europe indicate that 
Freddie Spencer has signed to again 
ride a Rothmans Honda in the 1987 
World Championship. Spencer, who 
hasn't scored a single point in 1986 
due to a wrist injury, will miss the 
remaining two Grands Prix but will 
race in the Japanese Grand Prix at 
Suzuka in September. 


Team Lucky Strike Roberts' Randy 
Mamola cracked a bone in his 
shoulder during practice for the 
August 3 British Grand Prix, but 
still finished fifth in the race. The 
Californian went into shock fol- 
lowing the race from a combina- 
tion of the pain and the near- 
freezing weather conditions; Ma- 
mola was put on a glucose l.V. 
and was later released from the 
on-track hospital. Frenchman 
Christian Sarron (Yam) crashed in 
the wet 500cc GP and broke a 
bone in his elbow; Sarron is expect- 
ed to miss the August 10 Swedish 
Grand Prix. 


Husqvarna's Terry Cunningham 
captured the overall win during round 
seven of the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Enduro Series in Speeds- 
ville, New York, August 3. Despite 
losing his score card and being penal- 
ized, Cunningham edged KTM's Kev- 
in Hines by seven points in wet con-

ditions. Husky's Dave Bertram, Randy 
Hawkins and Jeff Russell rounded 
out the top five. 


The winners in the 250 and 500cc 
classes at the British Road Race 
Grand Prix, Dominique Sarron and 
Wayne Gardner, were fresh off 
their win as a team in the Suzuka 
Eight-Hour endurance race in 
Suzuka City, Japan on July 27. 


Ireland's Joey Dunlop (Hon) wrapped 
up his fifth consecutive Formula One 
Road Racing World Championship 
with a win in Imatra, Finland on 
August 3. 


The 14th annual Central American 
Championship Motocross was held 
in Antigua, Guatemala, on August 
3. Riders from the United States 
dominated with Russ Wageman 
and Greg Torgerson winning the 
250 and 125cc classes. In the 
250cc class, Mike Fisher finished 
second, ahead of Costa Rica Na- 
tional Champion Adrean Roberts 
and U.S. rider Randy Rodriquez. 
Guatemala National Champion 
Juan Meyer finished second in the 
125s followed by Keith O'Neal 
and Willy Simons. O'Neal was 
leading the 125cc final before 
spectators started throwing rocks 
and beer cans at him. 


Team Suzuki's A.J. Whiting suffered 
a broken collarbone while practicing 
for the Binghamton AMA National 


motocross, August 3. Whiting joins , 


teammate Mike Healey on the dis- 
abled list. Healey broke his collar- 
bone at the Mickey Thompson Off- 
Road Gran Prix in Los Angeles, 
California, July 19. 


Seven-time road racing World 
Champion John Surtees rode a 
Manx Norton in a demonstration 
vintage race held in conjunction 
with the French Grand Prix at Paul 
Ricard on July 20, crossing the 
finish line second. Surtees was fol- 
lowed across the finish line by 
New Zealand's four-time World 
Champion Hugh Anderson on a 
G50 Matchless, with American 
Dave Roper first on a Team Obso- 
lete G5O Matchless. 


Inland Motorcycle Speedway in San 
Bernardino, California, will host 
chopper match races during inter- 


mission between regular speedway 
races on August 6, August 13 and 
September 10. The chopper races at 
Inland Motorcycle Speedway are an 
annual affair; the defending cham- 
pion is known as Hank The Crank. 


The AMA is rallying support for an 
Arizona petition drive to place a 
referendum on the 55 mph speed 
limit on the November ballot. Ari- 
zona's 55 mph speed limit is set to 
expire October 1, and a successful 
petition drive and vote could over- 
turn the law if it is reinstated. 


John Hateley is organizing four-stroke 
TT races at Kern County Fairgrounds 
in Bakersfield, California on Septem- 
ber 7; the event will feature all classes 
and 100% Pro payback, with Class C 
tires required. Entries are limited to 
four-stroke motorcycles with no re-

BMW of North America is recall- 
ing 9712 K100 and K75 motorcy- 
cles built prior to February 1986 
to inspect for a possible throttle 
cable defect.

Ohio Regional dirt tracks

Ohio. 

First, at Troy the Experts had 33 
riders present and the program was 
run with only two heat races, while 
the Pro-Am class and Junior class 
had three or more heats. These were 





only 12-man heats, thus equaling 24- 


of 33 riders in the program. 

The following day at Dayton, there 
were 36 Expert riders and they ran 
three 10-man heats, therefore allowing 
a couple of more riders to participate 
in the program. The more participants 
who can get into these: Regional 
events, the better; it's very valuable 
track time and experience for riders 
whoare National championship rid- 
ers of the future. 

Next, I hold concern about the 
running of the Old-Time Newsies 
Charity event at the fairgrounds in 
Dayton. This event is run for a good 
cause, but at the same time a bad one. 
This is a very dangerous track to be 
running a charity event on and at the 
same time endangering the welfare of 
the riders. The track has narrow 
turns which don't even have enough 
room for hay bales or full 12-man 
heats. The lighting 1s also poor and 
there were a few lights out in the back 
stretch that should have been repaired 
before hand. Of all the other fine 
tracks in Ohio why can't this event be 
run at one of them?

Threat to trail riding 


Thereare approximately 1300 miles 
of existing OHV routes in the San 
Bernardino National Forest. Current- 
ly, OHV use, as well as other uses, are 
being studied for a long-term manage- 
ment plan. Of the alternatives pro- 
posed by the Forest Service, the max- 
imum opportunity for OHVs would 
be approximately 500 miles. The For- 
est Service preferred alternative would 
allow for 350 miles of OHV trail. 
None of thesix alternatives proposed 
are adequate to meet the needs of 
OHV users, 

At this point in time we are in the 
midst of a public review period of the 
Draft Managément Plan. Input at 
this time is critical from OHV users 
who wish to maintain and enhance 
trail riding opportunity in the Na- 
tional Forest. 

Two items of particular importance 
are the “Cross Forest Trail” (which is 
proposed only in the forestry’s “pre- 
ferred" Alternate Number One; and 
the issue of implementation. The 
Cross Forest Trail is essential to any 
trail system which may come from 
the management plan. It would con- 
nect existing and proposed trail loops 
throughout the forest, running from 
Pioneer Town to Cajon Pass, in the 
Arrowhead and Big Bear Ranger dis- 
tricts. It is also a vital link in the 
proposed California OHV Statewide

Warren, Bailey top 
Binghamton mudfest

BINGHAMTON, NY, AUG 3 


Kawasaki support rider Eddie Warren and 


Honda's David Bailey each earned wins dur- 
ing rounds eight (125cc) and three (500cc) of 
the AMA National Motocross Series at the 


Broome-Tioga Sports Center 
in Binghamton. Warren cap- 
tured his first-ever National 
win in the 125cc class via a 3-1 


tally, while Bailey won his fourth 
National moto in a row to nab the 
500cc overall, beating Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward and teammate Rick Johnson. 
The day started off hot, clear and 
muggy, but by late afternoon clouds 
had gathered and eventually opened 
up to pouring rain; the downpour 
drenched the track four laps into the 
second 125cc moto. It quickly made 
the rocky and hilly track extremely 
muddy and slick. Suzuki's George 
Holland, who had finished second in 
the first moto behind Yamaha's Keith 
Bowen, was leading at the time and 
looked to have things wrapped up, 
but immediately dropped back as the 
course became wetter and wetter. War- 
ren, who is from Michigan and an 


experienced mud rider, quickly took 
advantage of the situation by squirt- 
ing by Holland and slithering on 
home for the moto win and overall. 
Bailey, on the other hand, led from 
start to finish in the first moto, then 
did exactly the same despite the wet 
conditions in round two. Bailey was 
chased by Ward every inch of the way 
in the first moto, while Johnson 


crashed in the first turn and had to 


work up through the pack. Ward 
pressured hard in the end, finishing 
less than a wheel-length behind Bai- 
ley. Johnson labored to a third. Bai- 
ley took an easier win in the second 
race, while Ward had to pass John- 
son to finish second. 


125cc National 


In the first 125cc moto, Warren 
gated perfectly but was squeezed out 
by Holland in the first turn. Holland 
dove to the inside of Warren and 


headed the pack around the first lap. 
Following Warren closely in third 
was Honda rider Guy Cooper, then 
Suzuki's Erik Kehoe, Bowen and ser- 
ies points leader, Honda’s Micky 
Dymond. 

Holland maintained his lead for 
another lap before Warren started his 
attack. Warren pressed Holland in 
every turn until Holland finally gave 
in by the third lap. By this time, 
Bowen was on the move as well, after 
passing Kehoe and Cooper for third. 
But Bowen wasn't through yet. The 
Yamaha rider set his sights on Hol- 
land and zapped the Suzuki pilot for 
second. Bowen's next goal was War- 
ren, who held a slim lead during the 
fourth lap. But Warren's slim lead 
became even slimmer as Bowen moved 
in, enough to stick his Yamaha's 
front wheel next to Warren's Kawa- 
saki. Finally, Bowen moved to the 
inside in a downhill turn, then passed 
Warren through a series of jumps. 
Once into the lead, there was no 
stopping Bowen, who quickly began 
pulling away. 

By this time, Kehoe and Dymond 
had settled into the fourth and fifth 
positions after passing Cooper. Fol- 
lowing Cooper were Yamaha's Scott 
Burnworth and Honda support rid- 
ers Jeff Leisk and Larry Brooks. But 
shortly after, Burnworth lost the front 
end of his Yamaha in a turn and 
crashed. 

With the top eight or so riders 
fairly spread out, the only significant 
battle was between Warren and Hol- 
land over second place. Kehoe got 
close to Holland for a while before 
dropping off the pace. The Warren/ 
Holland dogfight lasted many laps 
until Holland got the upper hand 
three laps from the finish. 

When it was all over, Bowen had 


taken the win, a little over 10 seconds 
ahead of Holland. After Holland fin- 
ished Warren, Kehoe, Dymond, Leisk, 
Brooks, Cooper, Kawasaki rider Tyson 
Vohland and Burnworth. 

With dark clouds and lightning 
closing in from the north, the second 
moto got underway and it looked to 
be all Holland's. He motored his 
Suzuki into the lead with the hole- 
shot, closely followed by Warren, 
Vohland, Dymond and Yamaha- 
mounted Bader Manneh. Bowen had 
a mid-pack start, while Yamaha's 


, Eddie Hicks was involved in a first- 


turn pile-up that left him with a 
smashed exhaust pipe. 

For the next four laps, the top five 
positions remained the same, with 
Leisk taking over the sixth spot ahead 
of Brooks — and then the clouds 
unloaded. 

As the track became slicker and 
muddier, Holland, who was suffer- 
ing a slight torn ligament in his knee, 
began slowing and immediately found 
Warren on his rear fender. It wasn't 
long before Warren had taken over 
the lead and was pulling away. Hol- 
land's problems continued as he 
dropped to fourth, letting Vohland 
and Dymond by. “I thought I had it 
won," said Holland, “but I didn't 
want to risk hurting my knee in the 
mud, so I backed it down.” 

Therain kept coming and coming, 
and the riders were nearly unrecog- 
nizable, covered in mud. Warren con- 
tinued to slip and slide his way 
around the track long after pulling 
down his goggles. 

On the move was Dymond, who 
slowly reeled in and passed Vohland 
halfway through the race. Also mov- 
ing up was Leisk. The Australian 
was fourth and closing on Vohland 
late in the race, but Vohland never 
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Rain poured during the second 125cc moto, putting an end to George 
Holland’s moto lead. Holland (11) leads first moto winner Keith Bowen. 


gave in and held Leisk to fourth. 
After Leisk followed Kawasaki rider 
Rick Ryan, Holland, Bowen and 
Kehoe. With a few laps to go, the rain 
had nearly stopped, and Holland and 
Bowen were going at it for sixth, but 
Bowen cooled-it near the end after a 
couple of near collisions with Hol- 
land. 

Warren took the checkered flag for 
the win and overall, while Dymond 
took second, ahead of Vohland, Leisk, 
Ryan, Holland and Bowen. ''It really 
feels great winning," said Warren. 
"Ive always felt I could win, but I 
didn’t think it would happen this 
soon." 


500cc National Ê 

Johnson's chance at winning the 
500cc class ended about 100 vards 
into the first moto. He and Kawasa- 
ki's Ron Lechien tangled and crashed 
in the first turn, while Bailey found 
himself exiting the first turn in the 
lead. “I just went too fast and ran into 
the back of Ward," said Johnson. 

Yamaha's Eric Eaton had the hole- 
shot but went wide in the first turn, 
letting Bailey and Ward by on the 
inside. In fourth was Canadian Ross 
Pederson, followed by Honda's John- 
ny O'Mara. 

By the third lap, O'Mara had taken 
over third, while Lechien and John- 
son had worked up to 10th and 15th. 
But a lap later, Lechien pulled into 
the mechanic's area for adjustments 
to his bike, costing him many posi- 
tions. 

Up front, Bailey and Ward had 
already pulled far ahead of the third- 
place rider O'Mara, engaged in a 


tight battle for the lead. While Bailey . 


and Ward fought way out in front — 
nearly 40 seconds ahead of O'Mara — 
Johnson was on the gas and moving 
up through the field. By the halfway 
point, Johnson had pulled alongside 
Pederson and passed the Yamaha 
rider for fourth. Then Johnson saw 
O'Mara up ahead and set after his 
teammate. Johnson quickly caught 
up to O'Mara and eventually snuck 
by him through a section of jumps. 
But while third, Johnson had no 
chance of catching Bailey or Ward. 
Meanwhile, the duel for the lead 
became even tighter. With two laps 
remaining, Ward was inches behind 
Bailey and diving his front wheel

underneath Bailey's Honda in some 
of the turns. '"There were a couple of 
times I could've stuffed him," said 
Ward, “but we probably would've 
collided and crashed. Farlier in the 
race, I wasn't relaxed and was having 
problems getting around lapped rid- 
ers and started to lose ground on 
David. When I was close to him, he 
was eating me up with rocks." As 
they crossed the checkered flag, Bai- 
ley led Ward by inches. Far behind. in 
third and fourth finished Johnson 
and O'Mara, then followed Peder- 
son, Kawasaki-mounted Alan King, 
Yamaha's Danny Storbeck and Kawa- 
saki rider Billy Liles. 

During the first race, Bailey said he 
banged his knee through a series of 
jumps, and it didn’t bother him at the 
time, but in between motos the knee 
stiffened up. “I could barely walk," 
said Bailey. He had the knee worked 
on and taped before the second moto 
and was ready to go. By the second 
500cc moto, the rain was over but the 
track was still slick and muddy, so the 
moto length was cut ın half because 
scoring was nearly impossible, since 
the number plates were covered in 
mud. 

Knowing a holeshot in the second 
moto would be crucial, Johnson blasted 
out of the gate and led the pack into 
the first turn. But Johnson went wide 
and found himself losing traction in 


a thick muddy section, while Bailey 
dove to the inside and found a better 
line, putting him into the lead. With 
no one ahead of him, Bailey had clear 
sailing, while Johnson, Ward and 
Lechien followed in his roost. King 
was fifth, followed by Storbeck, 
Pederson, Yamaha's Jim Holley and 
O'Mara. 

As the race continued, Bailey began 
pulling away from Johnson, who 
was being hounded by Ward. By the 
fourth lap, Ward roosted by Johnson 
and began pulling away, while 
Lechien stayed close to Johnson in 
fourth. By this time, Storbeck had 
crashed and dropped out of the pic- 
ture, while Pederson overtook King 
for fifth. O' Mara wasn’t handling the 
muddy conditions very well and 
dropped way off the pace in 10th. 

When the checkers flew signaling 
the end of the short race, 1t was Bai- 
ley, once again, out in front, followed 
by Ward, Johnson, Lechien, Peder- 
son, King, Holley and O'Mara. 

“I had a great time out there,”’ said 
Bailey. “I dig on the mud. I’m pretty 
accustomed to it, and my knee didn't 
bother me at all out there like I 
thought it would. I’m finally getting 
my starts down but I’ve always been a 
good starter on 500s.” 

A depressed Johnson was very quiet 
in the pits afterwards "It was a bad 
day for me. I just can't ride the sticky 


mud like this," said Johnson. 

“The mud was actually fun," said 
Ward. “The only real problem I had 
happened in the first turn when Bai- 
ley roosted me coming out of the turn 
and covered my goggles with mud. I 
had to waste a tear-off right away. 
Themud was so heavy later on, I had 
problems with my goggles falling 
down on my face.” 3

AMA Camel Pro Road Race Series: 


Round 8

Renfrow wins F- 
at Mid-Ohio

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 3 


Randy Renfrow used his Honda RS500 to 
beat a couple of guys on near-stock street 
bikes and win the Formula One race at Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course. The riders on the 


second- and third-place street 
bikes were Dan Chivington and 
Larry Shorts, both riding Suzu- 
ki GSXR750s, stock-engined 


but equipped with racing carbure- 
tors and exhaust pipes; they beat 
fourth-place William Knott on a 
Suzuki RG500 Grand Prix race bike 
and fifth-place Russell Paulk on a 
Honda RS500. 

Renífrow's victory came after early 
leader Kork Ballington crashed his 
RS500 while running away with the 
race, and the win ensured that Ren- 
frow will end the 1986 season with 
the most points in the Formula One 
class. 

In past years that would have made 
Renfrow the AMA Formula One 
Champion. But this year, points from 
Formula One and Superbike are theo- 
retically combined to crown a single 
AMA Camel Pro Road Racing Cham- 
pion, and it's unclear what official 
distinction Renfrow's points will earn 
him, if anything. 

Be that as it may, the way Renfrow 
saw it, he was racing for the Formula 
One Championship; worrying about 
where he would place relative to Bal- 
lington and the certain knowledge 
that his finish at Mid-Ohio would be 
critical with a single Camel Pro road 
race left in the series made Renfrow a 
nervous wreck. In Renfrow’s view, 


this race at Mid-Ohio was the culmi- 
nation of three years of hard Formula 
One work and would decide whether 
he ended the year champion or not. 

It was a tough weekend for Ren- 
frow. Ballington stood the pressure 
of the points battle better than Ren- 
frow did; Ballington entered the race 
12 points behind Renfrow, 91 to 108. 
Wayne Rainey, third in points before 
Mid-Ohio with 68, came to the track 
with a collarbone cracked at Laguna 
Seca and elected not to ride in For- 
mula One, saving his effort for the 
Superbike class. 

While former AMA Formula Two 
Champion (1982) Renfrow worked 
and sweated and looked preoccupied 
and nervous in practice, Ballington 
was the fastest, smoothest, most con- 
fident guy in the class, riding the 
MacLean Racing RS500 Hondas pre- 
pared by Dozy Ballington and Martin 
Carney under the supervision of Stuart 
Toomey. 

Renfrow won the first heat race, 
finishing five laps in eight minutes, 
47.907 seconds for an average speed of 
81.832 mph, with Shorts and his 
street bike 2.086 seconds behind and 
Paulk third. Renfrow's fastest single 
lap was a 1:42.60; Shorts’ fastest was a 
1:43.60. 

Ballington won the second heat 
race, coming from behind Chiving- 
ton and Gary Goodfellow (on another 


near-stock Suzuki GSXR750 street 
bike), winning in eight minutes, 
24.479 seconds for an average speed of 
85.633 mph. Ballington’s fastest sin- 
gle lap was a 1:38.30 compared to 
Chivington's 1:39.81 and Goodfel- 
low’s 1:39.83. Ballington took the 
lead with halfa lap to goand finished 
0.905 seconds ahead of Goodfellow. 


The relatively smooth, non-abrasive . 


surface of the Mid-Ohio track and a 
slick sealer applied to repair damage 
done by sliding race cars complicated 
tire choice for the field. Ballington 
and Renfrow both use Dunlops, and 
normally run radial rear tires. But 
neither could get the Dunlop radials 
to come up to normal racing tempera- 
tures — crucial for race-worthy trac- 
tion — in the short practice sessions 
available before the racing started. 
Ballington made the decision before 
the heat races to go with a Dunlop 
639, a soft-compound bias-ply rear 
slick. Renfrow, meanwhile, ran .a 
radial in his heat race Sunday morn- 
ing. It didn't work very well, refusing 
to hook up. But track temperature 
increased 20° C between the heat 
races run in the cool morning and the 
main run in the warm afternoon, and 
Renfrow gambled that the radial 
would reach normal operating tem- 
perature in the final and work much 
better than a bias-ply tire. 

Chivington ran his usual Michelin 
bias-ply; Goodfellow ran a Dunlop 
bias-ply, and Shorts entered the race 
on new, soft-compound Metzeler 
slicks. 


Goodfellow jumped his Suzuki into 
the lead off the start, closely followed 
by Chivington. It took Ballington 
less than a lap to take the lead, and 
the race looked to be under Balling- 
ton’s control; he just kept stretching 
it out. Renfrow quickly moved past 
Goodfellow and Chivington and 
pulled away. Behind them, Shorts 
ran by himself and put time on 
Paulk, who ran nose-to-tail with 
Knott just behind, Knott running it 
in deeper, on an inside line, into the 
corners, Paulk, riding with a collar- 
bone broken in practice at Laguna 
Seca, gaining it back accelerating off 
turns and running down straights. 


By the eighth of 25 laps, Balling- 
ton had six seconds on Renfrow, who 
had another six seconds on Chiving- 


ton and Goodfellow, with Shorts a 
long ways farther back. 

Ballington had built his lead simply 
by running faster, starting right out 
with a second-lap 1:39.61 compared 
to Renfrow's 1:40.14; Goodfellow 
ran a 1:40.88 that lap, Chivington a 
1:41.54. From there, Ballington 
clicked off 1:39s while Renfrow did 
1:40s; by the time Renfrow was into 
the 1:395, Ballington was doing 1:385; 
when Renfrow got down to high 
1:38s, Ballington was doing low 1:38s 
and got into the 1:37s as Renfrow 
finally realized his rear tire wasn't 
going to start working and decided to 
cool it. Renfrow slowed to 1:41s and 
1:43s and then 1:42s; Ballington pulled 
away, and Goodfellow and Chiving- 
ton, turning 1:40s, gained and gained. 

Goodfellow and Chivington had 
contrasting styles. Chivington, with 
plenty of time at Mid-Ohio, was 
smooth, charging but without a lot 
of sliding and chattering and getting 
out of shape and getting into corners 
too hot and saving it; all those de- 
scriptions fit Goodfellow's race. 
Goodfellow, with just very limited 
practice this weekend, was on the 
ragged edge to run at that pace with 
Chivington, and it showed as his bike 
hopped and jumped into corners and 
he struggled to stay with or pass or 
get in front of Chivington. It was two 
different approaches to the same lap 
time; Goodfellow’s bike also was a 
little faster than Chivington's. 

Thecomplexion of the race changed 
when Ballington hit a depression, a 
hole on the inside of the last corner 
on the 15th lap, the front end of his 
Honda pushing, tucking under and 
sliding away and Ballington and bike 
hitting the hay bales protecting the 
outside Armco. 


A lap later, battling Chivington 
and Goodfellow, Goodfellow just in 
front, caught struggling Renfrow, 
who really slowed when he saw Bal- 
lington out, conscious that not crash- 
ing would give him an unassailable 
points lead; he’d say later that he was 
calculating points spreads in his head 
instead of concentrating on what he 
was doing. 

There's a downhill right-hander at 
Mid-Ohio, called the carousel, and 
Goodfellow found himself right on 
Renfrow at the entrance, with the

lead within grasp; he went inside just 
as Renfrow swept across into the 
corner, flicking it in and riding his 
usual wider-entry line to that corner; 
Goodfellow, already leaned over and 
pushing hard, had a choice of trying 
to hit the brakes or just plain hitting 
Renfrow; Goodfellow braked, and 
crashed, Chivington just missing the 
sliding bike, which slid and caught 
and threw Goodfellow high into the 
air off the high-side. 

Renfrow gained enough breathing 
room there to hold off Chivington at 
the finish, by a margin of 1.572 
seconds, although Chivington and 
his consistent 1:41s and 1:42s moved 
him closer to Renfrow’s slow-as-you- 
dare 1:41s, 1:42s, 1:43s. 

Meanwhile, Knott, after lap after 
lap of chasing Paulk and not getting 
past, finally did pass, and, once by, 
set out after Shorts, who was still rid- 
ing alone, cushions ahead and behind, 
in third place. Larry Shorts, a hard- 
luck, no-money, stock-bike-1s-all-T ve- 
got privateer who usually doesn’t get 
a sniff of the top 10, running third 
and under control in what probably 
will turn out to be the second-to-last 
AMA Formula One race ever held in 
the U.S. 

Knott and his RG500 gained rapidly 
on Shorts but couldn’t catch him in 
the remaining laps; Paulk finished 
fifth with Edgar Hinton on another 
almost-stock Suzuki GSXR750 sixth 
ahead of David Old’s Honda RS500, 
Marco Greco’s Honda RS500, Mark 
Chin on another superbike and Dave 
Schlosser on yet another almost-stock 
Suzuki GSXR750. Of the top 10 fin- 
ishers, four rode near-stock Suzuki 
street bikes. 

"Tjust couldn't get the rear to hook 
up and it kept sliding and squirting 
out," said Renfrow in the pressroom 
after the finish. “I didn't want to take 
any chances. I kept thinking, 'You 
can't fall down. You can't afford to 
fall down.' After Kork fell I started 
riding like I was in the rain. This 
whole weekend 1 haven't enjoyed 
much at all. All I thought about was I 
can't fall off, I can't mess up. All I 
could think of was a whole season, 
three years really, of effort." 


Renfrow turned to Chivington, and 
said “If you guys had caught and 
passed me, third would have paid 13 
points. I would have let you go. 


“I wanted to win the race," Ren- 
frow continued after thanking main 
sponsor Burt Bigoney, tuner Ron 
Barrick and sponsors Dunlop, Star- 
fire Racing, Shoei, Tsubaki, ND and 
Bel-Ray. “T tried to stay with Kork, 
but 1:39s was as fast as I felt comfor- 
table at. I thought if I stayed with him 
long enough | could get the tire to 
come in. I stayed with him for awhile 
and got into a couple of serious 
slides. I had to go into Atlanta with 
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enough points so even if Kork won 
and I got second I'd get the cham- 
pionship. He was looking good. My 
bike was sliding around and his was 
hooking up. It looked like a hopeless 
case. This weekend was a long sea- 
son." 

"I can't believe it," said Shorts, 
who won an endurance race at Mid- 
Ohio in 1985, and who thanked spon- 
sors Metzeler, Precision Car Audio, 
Shoei and SuperTrapp. “I’ve never 
been in the winner's circle before and 
now here I am. I tried hard. I was 
close to Danny but I just couldn't 
catch him. This is great.” 

Chivington thanked sponsors 
Michelin, Shoei, Cam 2, Tunstall 
Leathers, DID and Wiseco. e

Merkel wins and 
takes points lead; 
Rainey crashes

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 3 
Team Honda's Fred Merkel won 
the Superbike race at Mid-Ohio, 
beating Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Kevin Schwantz and Yamaha 


FZ750-riding privateer Dan Chiving- 
ton, and took over the points lead in 
the AMA/Camel Pro Road Race Ser- 
ies, which will combine points from 
Formula One and Superbike races to 
crown a single AMA Road Race 
Champion in 1986 instead of sepa- 
rate Superbike and Formula One 
Champions; Merkel's victory also gave 
him an almost-unbeatable points lead 
in theseparately-kept, non-champion- 
ship Superbike Point Standings. After 
the race, Merkel celebrated that points 
lead as being his third AMA Superbike 
Championship nonetheless. 
Merkel's success came at the expense 
of teammate Wayne Rainey's misfor- 
tune; Rainey crashed while running 
a close second to Merkel after leading 
early stages of the race, and didn't 
finish. Rainey led the Superbike and 
Camel Pro Road Race points going 
into Mid-Ohio; Rainey is now second 
in both tallies, with 124 to Merkel's 





130 points in Camel Pro points and 
with 111 to Merkel's 130 in Superbike. 

Tires played a big part in the race 
on the twisty, 2.4-mile road course 
with non-abrasive, almost-slippery 
pavement. Rainey chose the softer of 
two available bias-ply Michelin rear 
slicks; the harder available Michelin 
slick was too hard for conditions. But 
the tire Rainey chose overheated and 
started sliding and chewing up its 
tread surface during the race, forcing 
Rainey to slow just as Merkel mounted 
a strong charge that brought him the 
lead and a new absolute Mid-Ohio 
motorcycle lap record of one minute, 
35.40 seconds. Merkel rode on a bias- 
ply Dunlop rear slick, a 639, one of 
three compounds available at the 
track. When Rainey tried to stay with 
Merkel exiting the second-to-last turn 
on the 13th of 25 laps, his bike's rear 
end stepped out and slid like a dirt- 
tracker's, the bike leaning over and 
catching the right footpeg, levering 
the wheels up off the ground; the bike 
hit a bump, the wheels touched pave- 
ment and caught and threw Rainey 
over the highside. He hit hard, chest 
and face first, but stood up and walked 
away immediately, leaving his Honda 
for corner workers to pick up and roll 
away. 

Rainey had charged into the lead 
right away with one of his usual 
hard-and-fast starts, with Merkel los- 
ing time while he got around Team 
Yamaha's Jimmy Filice. By the fifth 
lap Rainey had four seconds on Mer- 
kel, having turned a string of 1:36s 
and a 1:35.95 to Merkel's 1:37s and 
11:36s. But starting with thesixth lap 
Merkel put together a string of three 
laps at 1:35s and gained on Rainey, 
the fastest of the three being a 1:35.67. 


Laps 11 and 12 saw Merkel right on, 
then past Rainey with a 1:36 and a 
1:38 in traffic to Rainey's 1:37 and 
1:39, and then came that fateful mo- 
ment when Rainey flew over the bars 
and Merkel motored on, finishing 
the 13th lap of the race at that record 
1:35.40. 

With Rainey out, Merkel had 17 
seconds on Filice, who had run strings 
of 1:37s to leave Schwantz behind; 
Schwantz complained that his bike 
was slower than at Laguna and didn't 
handle right, and that it was plainly 
inferior to the Yoshimura Japan 
Suzuki he rode the weekend before at 
Suzuka; Schwantz turned mostly 1:39s 
and some 1:38s. Filice would hold a 
secure second until his bike broke on 
lap 19, with probable big-end bear- 
ing failure. Filice's teammate, John 
Kocinski, had already retired with a 
slowing and noisy engine, after get- 
ting into the main via the last chance 
qualifier (he crashed in practice just 
before the heat races) and working 
his way from last to eighth. 

Doug Polen was sixth on another 
Yoshimura Suzuki, picking off guys 
one-by-one, charging a little harder 
with each lap, running behind, with, 
then in front of Rueben McMurter, 
John Ashmead and Chivington, then 
crashing on the last lap while third; 
Polen, whose ride was a tryout for the 
U.S. Suzuki-supported Yoshimura 
team, would say he hit a piece of 
debris in the track; eyewitness Mc- 
Murter would say he saw nothing 
other than Polen lose the front end; 
trackside observers also couldn't detect 
any debris, but Polen was adament, 
and the results — a crash — were the 
same anyway. The way Polen saw it, 
he could have gone faster with a

Yoshimura engine in his own, mostly 
stock GSXR750. 

Chivington, Ashmead and McMur- 
ter went at it for fourth, then third 
with Polen's crash, McMurter clos- 
ing back up after losing distance and 
the three running one-two-three, like 
three links of a chain, across the fin- 
ish line. 

Well behind them, Peter Lusby got 
the best of a great battle with Kosar 
Racing's Ottis Lance, Jim Tribou 
and Jeff Farmer. They ran most of the 
race in a clump, in rapidly mixing 
order, but finished Lusby-Lance-Tri- 
bou-Farmer. 

Merkel finished more than 45 sec- 
onds ahead of Schwantz, who was 
another 15 seconds ahead of Schwantz. 

“Wayne rode a lot better than I did 
at a lot of race tracks," said Merkel 
after the finish. “I think he's a better 
rider than I am. This is the only raceI 
won this year and I won it fair and 
square. I caught him, passed him and 
then he fell down. So I can have the 
credit for this one. 

“I didn't know he crashed or what, 
but he did and made my season a 
little easier. It's never over until it's 
over, it's not over until next weekend.” 

Merkel thanked sponsors Arai, Fox, 
Dunlop, Cycle Racer, SuperTrapp 
and American Honda, mechanics 
Mike Velasco and. Merlyn Plumlee 
and mentor and road racing manager 
Udo Gietl. 

Schwantz was subdued but sarcas- 
tic. "Second place. I'm just as happy 
as I could be." 

Chivington was happy he had put 
his GV Performance Yamaha FZ750, 
tuned by George Vincensi, into the 
winner's circle, and thanked spon- 
sors including Shoei, Michelin, Wise- 
co, Lectron carburetors and ND. 

Polen was dejected. "I couldn't 
believe it. I rode conservatively, a 
steady, fast pace and I thought it 
would pay off in the end. The really 
bad thing is that it's the wrong time 
to have that happen." a

Griffith tops 
Formula Two

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 3 
Garry Griffith and his Yamaha 
17250 took 35 minutes and 38 
seconds at an average 84.859 
mph for his first-ever Formula 


Two National win, on Mid-Ohio's 
scenic course. Four-time U.S. For- 
mula Two Champion Donnie Greene 
finished second behind Griffith, a 
scant 0.260 seconds behind. 

Sitting on the pole for the Formula 
Two final was James Stephens and 
his MacLean Racing Honda; next to 
Stephens was Greene, then Doug 
Brauneck on a Spondon Yamaha, 
Griffith, and Rich Oliver on a Honda 
RS250. 

At the green Oliver got the hole- 
shot, followed by Stephens, Greene, 
Brauneck, and Griffith all hooked up 
in a draft and racing for position. 
Following the front five were Ed Key 
(Honda), Jeff Heino (Honda), Mike 
McPyle (Honda), and. Keith. Kiyota 
(Honda). | 

As the front pack headed down the 
long back straight, Stephens rode 
past Oliver for the lead while Brau- 
neck got around both Oliver and 
Greene on the next lap. By the third 
lap Stephens was on the move and 
motoring away from the balance of 
the field. Griffith. was also on the 
move, passing Brauneck on the back 
straight. By lap four of the 21-lap 
final Griffith was in second as Ste- 
phens had moved out of sight in the 
first place position, with Girffith, 
Oliver, Brauneck and Greene still 
hooked up in a draft. “Those guys 
were running into each other and 
swapping paint, and I was waiting to 
see who took who out, waiting for 
them to settle down," Greene said 
later of his lingering in fifth. 

Running a distant sixth through 
10th were Mike McPyle (Honda), 
David Curtis (Honda), Ed Key (Hon- 
da), Gary Gibson (Honda), and Kiyo- 
ta. 

On the next lap Oliver led Griffith 
through turn four. Oliver would later 
say that it was on this lap that Grif- 
fith passed him under a waving yel- 
low caution flag; Greene said he saw 
Griffith make the pass but would 
decline to protest later. Oliver re- 
passed Griffith, and said that Griffith 
collided with him entering turn one, 
hitting his bike's shift lever and 
knocking it out of gear. Oliver lost 
ground, and then crashed on the 
same lap in turn five when he hit dirt 
thrown on the track by Brauneck tak- 
ing an inside line and dragging his 
knee off the pavement. 

Griffith led the next lap with Greene 
moving into third, Brauneck fourth, 
and Oliver falling off the pace. Oliver 
was now pressured by Curtis as Ste- 
phens continued to put distance on 
the pack, until one of his bike's 
exhaust pipes broke. Key, Kiyota, 
and Heino were running nose-to-tail 
on laps 12, 13, and 14. Griffith and 
Greene’s pace saw Doug Brauneck 
begin to fall behind on lap 15 with 
Greene closing on Griffith. On the 
next-to-last lap, Griffith passed Ste- 
phens. Following Griffith around 
Stephens was Greene, who tried to 
close on Griffith and turned the fas- 
test lap of the race, 1:40.03 compared 
to Griffith’s fastest of 1:40.28 and 
Stephen’s fastest of 1:40.68. Griffith 
held Greene off for the win, with Ste- 
phens third, Brauneck fourth and 
Curtis, Oliver, Gibson, McPoyle, 
Heino, and Key filling the first 10 
spots. 

Wheeling his Ed’s Cycle/Bell/KK

sponsored Yamaha into victory cir- 
cle, Griffith said “‘I really feel proud 
to beat the Number One rider in the 
nation. I got lucky." 

“Well, I tried. Nobody gives Grif- 
fith any credit, but he rode a hell of a 
race today," said Greene. 

“I gotta great start but the pipe 
broke and the engine started losing 
power and I just couldn't keep up the 
pace,” said Stephens. Û

Adamo wins 
Twins battle

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 2 
Jimmy Adamo used his Team 
Leoni/ND/Michelin/Arai- 
sponsored Ducati to beat Gene 
Church and his Harley-David- 


son by 20.649 seconds at Mid-Ohio. 
With Adamo getting the overall win 
and first in the GP class, Doug Gross 
took the Heavyweight Modified class 
win and Dean Joas took the Light- 
weight Modified class win. 

Adamo led off the line with Church 
in tow. As the pair entered turn two, 
Church passed Adamo for the lead 
with Dale Quarterley, Malcolme 
Tunstall, and Dr. Dave Kieffer racing 
for a distant third to fifth. 

Sherry Fridus led the Heavyweight 
contingent on her Moto-Guzzi and 
Dean Joas took over the front spot for 
the Lightweight class on his Yamaha. 

By lap two Church and Adamo 
began to put distance on the entire 
pack with Tunstall and his-Bimoto- 
Ducati getting around Quarterley’s 
Bimoto-Ducati for third. 


By lap four the pace Church and 
Adamo were setting had increased to 


~a 20-second advantage over Tunstall, 


Quarterley, and Kieffer, who had be- 
gun to fall back. 

Bert Stuckert had taken the Heavy- 
weight lead from Friduss, who had 
fallen back to 11th and eventually 
pitted with brake trouble. 

Church and Adamo were putting 
five-to-six seconds per lap on the 
field and starting to lap midpack rid- 
ers. Adamo began to slowly gain 
ground on Church and briefly got 
around the HOG/Dunlop/H-D 
Motor Co.-sponsored rider on the 
next lap when Church missed a shift 
going under the Goodyear bridge. 
Traffic now began to play a major 
part in the race; Church was using 


everything he had to keep Adamo at. 


bay, trying to get lapped riders be- 
tween him and fast-closing Adamo. 

Stuckert, riding the RK BMW/ 
Team Jersey BMW, continued to lead 
the Heavyweight class; Paul Zieschang 
ran ninth and second in Heavyweight. 

Current Lightweight Modified 
points leader, Dean Joas aboard the 
Sheboygan Yamaha/J&J Cycle 
Yamaha Vision, held eighth and the 
class lead. 

Adamo, now on the charge, pulled 
even with Church on the front straight 
only to fall in behind the H-D rider as 
they entered the infield. 

Zieschang on the Yokohama/V- 
Twins of Syracuse/Paul’s Cycle 
Works Moto-Guzzi attempted to pass 


a slower rider when the pair entered.

turn four. Zieschang went to the 
inside of the turn and over the speed 
bumpers then straight off the track, 
losing a position. 

Gross was now on the move and 
pressuring Stuckert for the Heavy- 
weight lead with only 1.4 seconds 
separating the pair. By the end of 10 
laps of racing Church's average speed 
was 84.124 mph with Adamo staying 
glued to his rear tire. Tunstall at this 
point had started to increase his lead 
over Quarterley and Kieffer had fallen 
to a distant fifth. 

The next lap Gross passed Stuckert 
for the Heavyweight lead. 

Church's missed shift earlier in the 
race had apparently damaged the 
Harley's motor as he now began to 
slow. It was now Adamo's turn to use 
the slower traffic to his advantage, 
again pulling even with Church and 
taking the lead on lap 14. With two 
laps left, Adamo lapped Kieffer. 

“I led in the beginning but Gene 
got by me. Gene missed a shift early 
in the race and that’s when I began to 
gain on him," said Adamo. 

"Imisseda shifton the front straight 
and then it started to run on one 
cylinder in the corners until I'd 
straighten it up. I may have bent a 
valve," added Church. 

"Man, third again, Jimmy and 
Gene were just too fast today," said 
third-place Quarterley, sponsored by 
Eagle Racing. 





Following Adamo, Church, and 


-Quarterley were Tunstall, Kieffer, 


Kurt Liegbman (Ducati), Doug Gross 
(first in Heavyweight Modified), Zie- 
schange eighth, Stuckert 10th, and 
Joas 11th (first in the Lightweight 
class). 

Church continues to lead the over- 
all point standings with 118; Adamo 
second with 104, Kieffer third at 78 
points, fourth is Tunstall with 68 
points, with Quarterley rounding out 
the top five holding 63 points. e

World Championship 125cc MX Series: 


Round 8 


Van den Berk sweeps 
Swedish GP

VRIGSTAD, SWEDEN, JULY 27 


Holland's “‘other sensation," 19-year-old 
John van den Berk captured the Swedish 
125cc Grand Prix with a pair of impressive 
wins. The Yamaha-mounted Dutchman ran 


down American Bobby. Moore | 
in moto one, then fought off a 


furious 40-minute-long attack 
by fellow countryman and series 


points leader Davey Strijbos to chalk 
up the sweep. With Strijbos currently 


in litigation with the FIM over eight. 
series points lost at the Spanish GP 


in June, van den Berk theoretically 
has moved into a tie for the number 
one spot with just four rounds 
left. 

The protest involves a spectator 
who helped Strijbos push his downed 
Cagiva in the first race at Spain. The 
track officials ruled that the on-track 
assistance disqualified Strijbos and 
voided his eighth-place finish. The 
eight points were then reissued to 
Strijbos, tentatively, upon his appeal. 
A final FIM decision will not be 
reached until August. At any rate, 
van der Berk's pits were calling the 
leaderboard tied 1n anticipation that 
Strijbos will lose his case. 

The other two contenders for the 
title, Cagiva pilots Pekka Vehkonen 
and Massimo Contini, each lost val- 
uable ground in Sweden. Defending 
champion Vehkonen separated his 
shoulder on the first lap of timed 
training and was forced to the sidelines 
for the day. Contini was all but writ- 
ten off as far as the title goes after bike 
trouble saw him earn just five GP 
points. 

Moore is showing continued im- 
provement on the European circuits 
after his earlier injuries faded. He led 
the first moto for five convincing laps 
before settling for third, then ran in 
the top 10 in moto two until a rear 
tire puncture ended his day. 

Theelong and windy Vrigstad cir- 
cuit consisted of steep, choppy hills 
and several high-speed stretches. The 
loamy terrain, similar to that of a 
Carolina red clay track, meant for 
some serious berms in the sharper 
corners. Lapped traffic tended to bot- 
tleneck many of the turns for the 


leaders late in the motos, but the 
proto-typical European course still 
made for some outstanding racing, 
and 12,000 loud and rowdy Swedish 
fans came out to enjoy the sun- 
drenched hillside racing. 

As the riders jetted out the long 
start straight, Moore stormed his 
Suzuki into the lead from a tight 
inside starting spot. Top gun on the 
KTM team, Finland's Arto Pantilla, 
tucked in behind Moore for second 
with van den Berk, Italian Guiseppi 
Andreani, and Holland's latest wun- 
derkind, Pedro Tragter, following. 
The backward-falling gate was 
jammed with quick-starters. Among 
those stuck were top-10 contenders 
Alain Lejeune, Mike Kouki, and 
Strijbos. 

As Moore set a frantic early pace, 
van den Berk slipped the Pantilla and 
pulled in behind Moore to check out 
the American's lines. He stayed close 
to the Suzuki's rear wheel, then blew 
by on the roughest hill on the track 
halfway through lap five. Moore 
stayed close for a few more go-arounds 
before gradually losing sight of the 
leader. 

Strijbos was flying through the 
pack, caroming the works Cagiva off 
the track-side walls and other riders 
as he tried to race back into contention. 
From the 30th position on lap one, 
Strijbos' progress saw him go to 18th 
on lap two, 14th on three, and then 
up to 10th on lap five. While Lejeune 
gave up on the pack, Kouki also 
started making up positions. He reg- 
istered 12th on the fifth lap. 

At the halfway mark, van den Berk 
seemed content to slow the pace and 
hold his seven-second lead on Moore, 
who was himself being freight-trained 
by Pantilla, Tragter, and Pekka Veh- 
konen's cousin, Ismo. Further back, 








Strijbos’ rapid movement suddenly 
ground to a halt behind the veteran 
Bernelli pilot Andreani. Andreani 
seemed to find the same line that 
Strijbos was aiming for in every corner 
and denied the Cagiva eighth position 
for nearly 10 minutes. Strijbos finally 
muscled by, but finishing in the top 
five was now out of the question. He 
finally ended up in sixth spot after 
blowing by Peter Iven and another 
Italian Bernelli pilot, Alberto Barozzi. 

Moore continued to fight off Pan- 
tilla and the others as van den Berk 
eased through lapped traffic out front. 
With two laps left on the scoresheets, 
Moore brushed a backmarker on the 
main berm of a sharp hairpin and 
helplessly watched Pantilla streak 
around him against the fence. Moore 
put up a brief fight to regain the spot 
before conceding second to the Finn 
at the finish. The third spot was still 
Moore's best to date, as Tragter and 
Vehkonen failed to match Panulla's 
pass. 

Strijbos had no problems gating in 
moto two, but it was van den Berk 
from the inside who led the pack 
around the corner. Strijbos, Peter 
Dirkx, Alwin van Asten, and a fresh 
Contini rounded out the first lap five. 
Contini had completed only half of 
the first-heat laps but looked comfort- 
able as he settled into fifth. Tragter, 
Pantilla, Vehkonen, and Moore all 
found themselves in the top 20 while 
Kouki found himself on the ground, 
again ın last place. 

By the third lap the Flying Dutch- 
men had put 10 seconds on third spot 
as they raced across the hills wheel-to- 
wheel. Strijbos seemed to have the 
speed in the second slot, but van den 
Berk definitely had the line. The ultra- 
quick Yamaha raced through the 
highest berm in every corner and 


found the smoothest line down every 
straight, Strijbos pushing for a way 
by all over the course. One more lap 
and the leaders raced themselves an- 
other 10 seconds away from new 
number three Contini. Dirkx re- 
mained in fourth with Pantilla fifth. 

By this point Moore had entered 
the top 10 and found himself in the 
ninth position. Unfortunately, that's 
as far as 1t went for the American. A 
rear flat relegated him to the perime- 
ter of the Vrigstad circuit, unable to 
continue the chase. A semi-quick 
change in the Suzuki pits left him 
two laps down, too far down. 

The 30-minute mark saw van den 
Berk and Strijbos push themselves 
into a one-minute lead while Contin1 
joined Moore in the pits. A few adjust- 
ments allowed him to reenter the race 
before being lapped by the frontrun- 
ners but after 10 positions raced by. 
Pantilla was now the number three 
man with Vehkonen and Tragter 
trailing. 

The pace up front was now faster 
than ever as Strijbos picked up the 
pursuit of van den Berk. Van den 
Berk was showing the fatigue of the 
chase, but the Yamaha continued to 
pound the laps away as the finish 
grew near. The crowd was racing 
across the infield with each pass of 
the leaders in order to gain an extra 
glimpse of the battle, and when a pair 
of backmarkers stacked up in a corner 
in front of the leader, Strijbos seemed 
to finally have the drive to grab his 
mark. The anticipated pass never 
materialized as van den Berk leaped 
across the berm to the outside of the 
track, nearly pinning Strijbos to the 
outer fence. With three laps now left, 
Strijbos seemed to find new energy as 
his frenzied rush for the lead reached 
an almost dangerous pace. He bruised 
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by the lappers at every chance while 
van den Berk gave his all just to keep 
the Yamaha on the smooth line. 
The next lap was more of the same 
— van den Berk holding the hot line, 
Strijbos holding on for life down the 
rougher lines. When they simulta- 
neously leapt across the finish line 
tabletop for the two-lap card, van den 
Berk glanced across the plateau at his 
rival. He landed with the throttle on 
and aimed for the same spot as the 
Cagiva, both hurling themslves to- 
wards the summit of the steep down- 
hill ski jump. It was at this moment 
that van den Berk settled the score 
once and for all. Strijbos' last shot at 
the lead was crushed as van den Berk 
pushed across to the high spot and 
out-leapt the Cagiva. His daring man- 
euver gave him a needed extra burst 
of speed to keep up the fight to the 
finish. A few corners later Strijbos 
dropped his bike and conceded the 
victory to van den Berk, along with 
his series lead. Van den Berk imme- 
diately slowed the pace and eased to 
the finish 10 seconds ahead of Strij- 
bos. The worn-out winner saluted 
the cheering crowd with a no-hander 
over the tabletop that would have 
made any American factory rider 
proud. Behind Strijbos came a happy 
Pantilla, Vehkonen, and Tragter. 
Kouki crossed the line in eighth, 38 
positions better than he started. ©

Chandler chews 'em up 
at Santa Fe TT

HINSDALE, IL, AUG 3 


California's Doug Chandler looked into his 
dirt track history book, pulled out a tire that 
was supposed to be obsolete, and used his 
unconventional choice of rubber to run 


away from the field at the Camel 
Pro Series TT National at Santa 
Fe Speedway. 

In an attempt to gain some 


hook-up on the surface of Santa Fe's 
tractionless 3/4-mile TT circuit, 
Chandler gambled by fitting an old- 
time Carlisle Universal to the rear of 
his Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp RS 
600 Honda, and his gamble paid off 
in a big way. The ancient Carlisle 
tread pattern — combined with Chan- 
dler's aggressive, throttle-up, slide-it- 
sideways-through-the-sweeper riding 
style — earned the Californian his 
second Santa Fe TT. win in a row. 
The victory made Chandler the second 


rider in AMA history to capture back- 
to-back wins at Hinsdale; the first 
was Steve Eklund, who won the race 
consecutively in 1978 and 1979. 

Alex Jorgensen, another northern 
Californian and the only other rider 
in the 15-rider field who chose to use 
Carlisle's Universal, finished second 
on a Wood-Rotax. Oklahoma's Ron- 
nie Jones, who nearly blew his engine 
in the final five laps, nursed his ail- 
ing Honda home to take a very lucky 
third. 

'" Alex and me were the only ones to 
use those tires," Chandler said. ' "They 
worked good, but they went away in 
the end. This stuff isn’t the funnest 
stuff in the world to ride on.”

“We were the only two guys who 
tried the Universal," Jorgensen said. 
"We took a gamble and it paid off. I 
thought we should have had a better 
track today, but it worked out good 
for me — I can’t complain.” 

But most riders did complain. The 
lack of traction and excessive dust 
prompted two-time Hinsdale winner 
Chandler to describe the track as “‘ter- 
rible." AMA Eastern Referee Duke 
Olliges agreed. “I asked for more 
(calcium) chloride (to be put on the 
track to hold moisture in the surface), 
but it's not working," Olliges said. 
"It's terrible. If it gets too dusty, I 
definitely will stop the race.” 

Today's TT competition did little 
to change the complexion of the bat- 
tle for the National Championship. 
Camel Pro Series Point leader Bubba 
Shobert failed to qualify for the 
National when his factory Honda 
threw a chain while he was running 
second in the day's fastest heat race, 
and Harley-Davidson's Scott Parker, 
who is second in the standings, failed 
to capitalize on Shobert's misfortune. 


Parker crashed in turn one on the 
first lap of the main event, possibly 
fracturing his left thumb, and picked 
up only one point on Shobert when 
he remounted and finished l4th; 
Shobert leads Parker 173-139 in the 
standings. Chris Carr, who finished 
eighth at Hinsdale, is third in the 
standings with 133 points, and Chan- 
dler is fourth with 112 points. 


Time Trials 


Shobert was the fastest rider around 
Santa Fe's slippery speedway. He 
stopped the time trial clock at 41.034 
seconds to earn the pole position in 
the night's first heat. Other heat race 
pole-sitters included Carr, who power- 
ed his Ron Wood-prepared 600cc 
Wood-Rotax single to a second fast 
time of 41.423 seconds; Pete Hames, 
who qualified third fastest at 41.604; 
and former National Champion Steve 
Eklund, who rounded out the top 
four with a 41.685-second time. The 
fastest Junior to qualify was Jeff 
Jones, who turned the timers at 43.020 
seconds. 


Heats 


Mickey Fay jumped into the lead at 
the start of the first 10-lap heat race, 
with Shobert and Roger Thompson 
in tow. Shobert took the lead with an 
infield pass on lap three, but lost his 
drive chain landing off the first of 
two infield jumps one lap later. He 
rolled the chain back onto the sproc- 
kets of his bike and restarted, but fin- 
ished well back in 10th place — one 
position short of a semi berth. Fay 


won the heat, while Chandler moved 
from fourth at the start to second at 
the flag. Canadian Jon Cornwell fin- 
ished third over Keith Day; Thomp- 
son faded to sixth, behind Rich King. 

Scott Pearson took the holeshot 
over Carr in the second Expert heat 
race. Pearson held off Carr for three 
laps, but lost the lead when he bobbled 
powering into the infield at the begin- 
ning of lap four, and Carr immedia- 
tley pounced on the opportunity. 
Pearson pressured Carr for a couple 
of laps, but slipped to third place on 
lap six when Randy Green picked 
him off in the infield. Carr collected 
the win over a hard-charging Green, 
while Pearson finished a distant third. 
Scott Adams and Doug Davis rounded 
out the top five. 

Dan Ingram led Pete Hames, spon- 
sored by Gardner Racing/Arai/Hi- 
Point/H-D, off the line and through 
the infield at the beginning of the 
third Expert heat, but the order was 
reversed by the time the duo raced 
through the sweeper and onto the 
front straight. Jones, who was third 
off the line, pressured Ingram in the 
early going, then passed him on lap 
five to take over second. Hames open- 
ed a big gap to take a very comfort- 
able win over Jones, who finished 
with as much comfort over third 
place Ingram. Terry Poovey held 
fourth from flag to flag; Tim Mertens 
finished fifth. 

Two-time National Champion 
Ricky Graham — riding a Wood- 
Rotax borrowed from Don Estep after 
the engine blew on his own RS600 
Honda during practice — led every- 
one into the first turn of the fourth 
Expert heat. His ride came to an 
abrupt halt, however, when second- 
running Parker dumped his factory 
Harley hard as the duo entered the 
infield, taking out Graham in the 
process. A few seconds later, Jorgensen 
and three-time National Champion 
Jay Springsteen tangled and went 
down going over the first jump, and 
the race was red-flagged. 

Eklund, backed by Arai/Castrol/ 
Gardner/Hi-Point/H-D, took control 
at the restart and led the race from 
wire-to-wire. Parker was second off 
the line and chased the Gardner rac- 
ing pilot for eight laps, but surren- 
dered second to a determined Jor- 
gensen on lap nine. Graham argued 
over fourth with first-year Expert 
Wink Freitas for the first few laps, 
but got by for good on lap five. At the 
checkers, Eklund led Jorgensen, (spon- 
sored by Pioneer Truck Lines/Hi- 
Point/Storz/Diamond/ Barnett/ 
Works Perf.), Parker, Graham, Frei- 
tas, and Springsteen. 





Semis 

Scott Adams powered away on the 
first lap of the initial Expert semi and 
never looked back. Day worked his 
way from sixth into sécond on the 
first go-around, then followed Adams 
for the full 10 laps to finish second. 
Dave Hebb moved from well back to 
take third place at the flag. 

Graham built up a big lead during 
the first four laps of the second semi, 
but crashed out of the program on 
lap four when the Wood-Rotax squirt- 
ed a little too sideways exiting the 
infield. Tim Mertens inherited the 
top spot, but was under hot pressure 
from Springsteen and Freitas. Mertens 
managed to break away on lap eight, 
then cruised the final two laps to vic- 
tory. Springsteen held off the Rookie 
for second. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Except for a brief challenge from 
Honda-mounted Ted Boody, the Last 
Chance Qualifier was a Keith. Day 
walkover. Day was first off the line, 
followed by Boody, Freitas and Har- 
ley-mounted Springsteen. Boody put 
pressure on Day for the first few laps, 
but got sideways twice on the slippery 
infield during lap six, allowing Day 
to gain some daylight. Boody fin- 
ished second, and Springer rounded 
out the top three after an early-on 
tussle with Freitas. The first-year 
Expert dropped out of the race on lap 
two with apparent mechanical prob- 
lems. : 


Junior National 


Junior National point leader Bryan 
McDowell devastated the field in the 
Junior feature race at Hinsdale, tak- 
ing his seventh National win of 1986 
by a wide margin. McDowell-nemesis 
Bryan Villella, who is far from a TT 
specialist, had to resign himself to 
lOth place. 

McDowell, backed by Shoei/ 
Bruce's Body Shop/Diamond/Kal- 
Gard/Uke's H-D/Hi-Point/Ron Mc- 
Cabe Trenching/Ben's Backhoe/ 
Diamond/K&N/Castrol/H-D Motor 
Co., jumped to the lead off the line, 
followed by Dallas Mayer, Jeff Jones, 
and Dan Butler; Villella got a terrible 
start. By the end of lap two, Mc- 
Dowell was pulling away, Butler had 
locked himself solidly into second 


and Mayer was cruising the circuit in 
third place. Frankie Garcia moved 
from seventh on the first lap to steal 
third from Mayer on lap six. McDo- 
well wheelied across the line to take 
an easy win, Butler finished an almost 
effortless second, and Garcia took a 
comfortable third. Willie McCoy 
edged Curtis Cannon for fourth, and 
Mayer took sixth over Randy Dewyse. 
William Newkirk, James Hauptman 
and Villella rounded out the top 10. 


National 

Two-time Hinsdale winner Fay 
nabbed the holeshot in the final, and 
was followed into the first turn by 
Carr, Jorgensen, Hames and Chand- 
ler. Eklund, another Santa-Fe TT 
specialist, suffered a terrible start, 
and Parker’s race was all but over 
when he crashed his factory Harley 
going into the infield, dumping the 
bike in almost the same spot where he 
went down in his heat race. Day also 
went down in the first turn. 


Chandler moved into third place 
before lap one was complete, then 
passed Carr for second at the end of 
lap two, coming out of the sweeper, 
onto the front straight. Chandler stuck 
his Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Honda high on the cushion, and 
powered around Carr on the outside, 
spewing dirt all the way. He used the 
same move at the end of lap three to 
take the lead from Fay, and by the end 
of lap five — with 20 laps to go — the 
race was all Chandler’s — he firmly 
held his ground in the infield section, 
and used his high line through the 
last corner cushion to pullaway from 
the field, lap after lap. 


Both Jorgensen and Jones, who is 
sponsored by Gill/GF Racing/Shoei/ 
Knight/Megacycle, scooted around 
Carr and set out after Fay on lap five. 
By the eighth lap Hames and Green 
had bumped Carr to seventh, and 
Jones was pushing Jorgensen, knock- 
ing on the door to third place. At the 
midway point, Chandler was run- 
ning away from a second place fight 
that included Fay, Jorgensen and 
Jones, while Hames, Green, Carr and 
Ingram fought for fifth. 

The pressure from Jorgensen and 
Jones began to wear on Fay by lap 15, 
and both riders got under Fay on lap 
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Alex Jorgensen leads Ronnie Jones (16), Chris Carr (20), Pete Hames (32) 
and Randy Green through the dust early in the feature race. 


17 in the tight infield corner leading 
to the second jump; Fay, who seemed 
to-be tiring, moved to the outside of 
the turn and let the pair motor by. 


Scott Pearson moved into fifth place 
behind Fay on the 20th lap, but threw 
it away on lap 21, surrendering fifth 
to Hames. 

Chandler wheelied down the short 
straight going into the last corner on 
the final lap, then took the checkers 
with a straightaway to spare over 
Jorgensen and Jones. The Oklahoma 
rider finished the race in third place 
despite an engine that smoked badly 
the final few laps, but refused to 
blow. Fay held on to finish fourth, 
Hames took fifth, and Green finished 
sixth. Rounding out the top 10 were 
Cornwell, Carr, Eklund and Adams. 

“I came out of the first turn in 
about third," said Chandler. “On 
this track if you wait too long you get 
bunched up. You have to use strategy 
early in the race to get out front." 

Chandler won the race on his back- 
up bike, without practicing on it. He 
went out in practice twice on his first- 
choice motorcycle, but switched to 
his second Honda RS600 when he 
couldn't correct a miss in the first 
bike's engine. He qualified 24th on 
conventional rubber, then switched 


to the Universal when the larger tire 
didn't work. 

Jones almost was as happy as he 
would have been had he won the 
National. “Seven laps from the end it 
started vibrating,” he said. “I thought, 
‘Here I am in the winner’s circle and 
I'm not going to make it.’ That's 
what was going through my mind. 
We got lucky — real lucky."

Trail Plan. An environmentalist coa- 
lition has been specifically formed to 
oppose this trail. 

The issue of implementation is 
also critical. Whatever OHV program 
the Forest Service ends up with is 
going to cost a lot of money. So while 
they may have a plan on paper there 
probably won't be nearly enough 
funding available because of the cur- 
rent trend of major federal budget cuts. 
Our concern is that the Forest Service 
will close existing OHV routes when 
the final Draft Plan is implemented 
and provide no opportunity until the 
proposed trail system is actually con- 
structed. The Draft Plan is not clear 
as to how much of the trail system is 
to be constructed and how much 
existing trail will be used, therefore it 
could be several years before OHV 
use would return to the San Bernar- 
dino Forest. The Forest Service must 
provide for an overlapping period so 
OHV users don't have to suffer a 
period of no opportunity between 
plans. 

The Big Bear Trail Riders M.C. is 
all too aware of the never-ending has- 
sles involved with maintaining riding 
opportunity. However, once again, 
we need to pull together to deal with 
this issue. The environmentalists are 
rallying together to take a very strong 
stand against OHV use in the forest. 
Therefore OHV user input is essen- 
tial at this time. 

The Forest Service would prefer 
specific written comments on their 
alternatives. However, letters express- 
ing interest in OHV use in the forest 
would be helpful in educating the 
Forest Service as to the amount of 
users there actually are. 

The review period ends August 24. 
Written comments should be sent to: 
Land Management Planning, P.O. 
Box 254, San Bernardino, CA 92402. 
Please give your name, mailing 
address, affiliation (OHV user), what 
you like and dislike about the Draft 
Plan, and changes that you would 
suggest.

Cranston to Hamme! 


Many thanks for letting me know 
of your thoughts on $2061, the Cali- 
fornia Desert Protection Act of 1986, 
which I introduced on February 6. 

As you may know the bill desig- 
nates 82 Bureau of Land Management 
Wilderness areas, upgrades Death 
Valley and Joshua Tree to National 
Parks and adds some adjacent lands, 
and creates the Mojave National Park. 
Some 41.6 million acres of public 
lands in the California desert would 
remain available for other multiple 
uses — hunting, mining, grazing, 
and motorized recreation — as deter- 
mined by the BLM. Because these 
lands are already in federal ownership, 
we won't have to spend any money to 
acquire land. 

I want to emphasize that this is 
merely the start of the legislative pro- 
cess and that before the Senate acts 
there will be public hearings on the 
bill. In the meantime, I look forward 
to working with you and other user 
groups to accommodate justified 
boundary changes. 

I'm enclosing a copy of the bill. 
After you've had a chance to review it, 
I'd be pleased to hear from you further. 

Your thoughtfulness in contacting 
me about this issue is much appre- 
ciated.

Thank you for contacting me con- 
cerning S2061, the Desert Protection 
Act of 1986, as introduced by Senator 
Alan Cranston on February 6, 1986. 

As you may know, the Federal 
Land Management Policy Act of 1976 
directed the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement (BLM) to submit recommen- 
dations to Congress regarding how 
much BLM land should be added to 
the nation’s wilderness area system. 
Itis my understanding that BLM has 


been working diligently in the past 
several years to fulfill this require- 
ment, but will not be forwarding any 
wilderness area recommendations to 
Congress for at least another year. 

Inasmuch as the bulk of Senator 
Cranston’s legislation deals with pro- 
posed BLM wilderness area additions 
in the Calfiornia desert, Iam reserving 
judgment on the bill until the BLM 
has had an opportunity to make its 
own recommendations to Congress. 
Additionally, I am very interested in 
hearing from all potentially affected 
parties and particularly appreciate 
knowing your views. 

Again, thank you for expressing 
your interest. If you have further com- 
ments on this issue, I would be most 
happy to hear from you.

a new chain tensioner, 2mm increased 
rear brake drum lining, lighter spokes, 
and a higher-strength aluminum alloy 
rear rim.

USA defeats the 
World at Ascot

A standing room only crowd of over 6200 
fans jammed every inch of Chris Agajanian’s 
Ascot South Bay Stadium and they watched 
as the USA defeated a team of World Class 


performers, 57-50, in the in- 
augural Budweiser American 
Cup Challenge. 
Unfortunately two-time 
World Speedway Champion Erik 


Gundersen of Denmark and Kai 


Niemi were unable to make the event 
as they were delayed at customs and 
missed the flight to the USA. They 
were replaced in the action by Eng- 
land’s Kelvin Tatum and Phil Collins. 

The non-appearance of the two 
riders failed to deter the enthusiasm 
of the packed house as they began to 


roar at the pre-race riders parade. 
They continued to roar as Mike Faria 
and Steve Lucero soundly thrashed 
Ales Dryml of Czechoslovakia in event 
one. Dryml’s partner Tatum fell in 
turn one. Event two saw Mark Dwyer, 
who ended up top scoring the 
“Yanks” with ll points, winning 
over Alan Christian and the USA had 
a 10-1 lead. The World team failed to 
have a rider finish as Karl Maier of 
West Germany broke the tapes and 
Sweden’s Jan Andersson fell. 

Rob Pfetzing and Brad Oxley put 
the finishing touches on round one 


by scoring another 5-1 over Phil Col- 
lins and 1976 World Champion Peter 
Collins. 

The meeting was turning into a 
runaway and as one of American 
chargers, Oxley, said in the pits after 
the first round “ This isn't even fun." 
Dwyer and Christian then went out 
in event four and picked up a 5-1 and 
that left the score at 20-3 after only 
four races. Fortunes for the World 
team then began to turn around as 
they tied the Americans: at. 3-3 in 
event six when Jan Andersson scored 
the win over Oxley and Pfetzing and 
he got a huge cheer from the crowd. 

Round two ended and the score 
was still one-sided with the USA 
leading 27-8. The World team finally 
won their first race in event nine 
when Tatum and Dryml teamed for a 
4-2 over Oxley and reserve rider Shawn 
McConnell. The next race was 3-3 
and in event 11 the World team again 
posted a 4-2 as Phil Collins led Alan 
Christian and Peter Collins across 
the line. Suddenly the World team 
was creeping up and the score was 
34-19 after three rounds. 

After Bruce Penhall defeated Ivan 
Mauger in a best of three match race, 
round four began. The best race of 
the night took place in event 13. Faria 
and Tatum traded the lead back and 
forth over four furious laps and when

the checkered flag came down it was 
Faria by inches much to the delight 
of the crowd.

Round five started out with a pair 
of even heats with each team scoring 
three points. The score was 51-38 in 
favor of the USA and the World 
team breathed one last gasp as Phil 
Collins and his spectacular style made 
it three wins in a row by winning 
from Lucero and his brother Peter. 
After that race the spectacular thrill 
merchant who rides for Cradley Heath 
in the British League remarked “This 
track is smashing. Literally brilliant. 
I'm having a great time." 

Event 21 ended up 3-3 as Tatum 
won over Pfetzing and Oxley but that 
was all she wrote for the World team. 
They were down 54-41 and even if 
they scored maximums in the last 
two events they would have lost by 
the count of 54-51. 

Event 22 saw the World team post 
their only 5-1 of the meeting as Maier 
led all the way over the brilliant 
Andersson who blocked Faria and 
Lucero all the way. Phil Collins 
scored his fourth consecutive win 
when he won from Chrisuan Peter 
Collins and Dwyer in the last race. 
The meeting was over and the crowd 
roared their approval as the USA 
won 57-50. 

The meeting was a success and plans 
are already underway for next year's 
event.

Here the overall look of the news- 
paper is fashioned.

They still use 
paper and scissors and wastebaskets 
and tall stools and wide, sloping 
drawing boards; pens and pencils 
and tape are all in easy reach of the 
artist. The smell of hot paraffin in 
the waxer. I cast a fond glance and 
drew a deep whiff of the scene, because 
it, too is obsolescent. 

A generation already weaned on 
computer games will produce its 
"power users" who are getting into 
"desktop publishing" which can give 
us old “dedicated publishers" a run 
for the money. If the ideas are there, 
the brave new world offers the tools 
to publish a page that looks pretty 
darn near as good as this one, at the 
touch of a few buttons and soon, very 
soon, transmit that page to the ulti- 
mate reader's own system, which cus- 
tom prints his copy right there on his 
desk!

Lejeune beats Saunders 


Honda's Eddy Lejeune won the Canadian 
round of the World Trials Championship, 
beating Britain's Steve Saunders, Italy’s 
Diego Bosis and Frenchman Thierry 


Michaud. Rounding out the 
top five was Aprilla rider 
Philippe Berlatier. 


It was another good day for 
Saunders, as he finished second 
once again, a placing that consoli- 
dates his third overall, but he’ll be 
looking over his shoulder at quickly 
approaching Diego Bosis, who moved 
up to fourth overall on the Montesa 
after another third place. 

Some of the riders reckoned the 
Canadian round, held at Ioco just 
outside Vancouver on the west coast, 
one of the best world trials for ages, 1n 
complete comparison to last year's 
event which was reckoned a disaster. 
It was held overa three-lap, 17-section 
course in a mountainous, rocky area 
with hazards that were all possible, 
yet provided everything needed for a 
major event — sections that can be 
done but are not so difficult they are 
boring. There was a great variety, 
from dry grippy granite rocks to 
slippery. hill climbs and streams. 

Following his win a week prior, 
Jordi Tarres was an early favorite, 
but when he fived the first section 1t 
was apparent he was suffering nerves 
and finally finished seventh. 

Michaud led at the end of the first 
lap from Berlatier and Saunders, but 
at the completion of two circuits, 
Saunders had edged into a narrow 
one-mark lead to try and claim a 
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very strict and there were many small 
niggles between riders and observers, 
but 1t seemed to get a littlé less offi- 
cious as the trial progressed — the 
observers appreciated the attempts 
and riders tried harder to keep on the 
move. 

It proved to be an interesting last 
lap with Saunders staying in the lead 
until a lapse in concentration two- 
thirds of the way around allowed the 
ever-waiting Lejeune to pounce and 
snatch the win. Michaud had a clanger 
when he went over the bars at the 
third section — just as Saunders had 
done on lap two — but then saved a 
five with some arguing after break- 
ing a marketing tape with his front 
wheel. But then he lost second place 
with a five on the last section of the 
day. 

It hasn't been too good a trip for 
Tony Scarlett and John Lampkin. 
Once again, in a trial dominated by 
the Europeans (and a European-based 
American) Scarlett could only man- 
age 10th and Lampkin 15th — both 
behind their factory teammates, a fact 
which might yet go against them in 
their bid for 1987 sponsorship. e

Dircks burns 
Cinder Mt. 100

FLAGSTAFF, AZ, JULY 27 
Scottsdale’s Gary Dircks was 
worried Saturday afternoon; his 
250cc Honda just wouldn't run 
clean no matter how he set the 


carburetor for the high altitude of the 
Cinder Mountain 100 race course. 
But Dircks' sponsor, Sunnyslope 
Honda, pulled a CR500 out of its 
sleeve, and Dircks found himself the 
overall and Open Expert winner of 
the ADRA's Fifth. Annual Cinder 
Mountain 100. 

Although points leader Mike Pow- 
ers bragged he had a secret weapon to 
guarantee a holeshot at the five-bikes- 
every-30 seconds start, Dircks said he 
must've "caught 'em napping” be- 
cause he was first out of the gate and 
led the race throughout, finishing his 
152-mile run through Coconino Na- 
tional Forest's Black Cinder Hills in 
3:43:22 to average 38.68 mph on a 
course punctuated by mile after mile 
of supercross-style whoops. 

Garth Sweetland, not happy with 
how his 500 was running Saturday, 
switched to his back-up 400 but had 
ignition troubles before Check One 
and failed to complete a lap for his 
second DNF of the series. 

Powers, who picked up $500 Sat- 
urday afternoon in the ADRA Pit 
Crew Challenge by narrowly beating 
the always-quick Sweetland effort, 
must have greased his axle a little too 
well as he lost an axle nut not too far 
off the start. He was able to limp into 
the pits, but lost so much time that 
Dircks lapped him and Powers took 
home his first DNF of the series. He 
still leads Sweetland by 65 points, 
however. 

In at second overall and second 
Open Expert was Broomfield, Color- 
ado's Jim Thompson, the 1984 champ, 
8:26 behind Dircks after a long last 
lap. Up until then he'd run about 
four minutes behind the leader. 

Fifth after one lap, Paul Bennett 
moved into third on lap two and fin- 
ished there, although he was begin- 
ning to reel-in Thompson. Jeff Dar- 
land was fourth for the duration 
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despite two long laps due to fuel 
problems. 

Dropping from second to fifth on 
the second lap, Pat Prosser finished 
fifth with a pair of very raw hands. 
“The grips I used are definitely not 
the hot set-up!” he said. 

Open bikes were though, as the 
best finish a 250 could muster was 
sixth overall, with the 250cc Expert 
win going to Todd Johnson on the 
Casa Grande Suzuki-backed RM250. 
He was 26 minutes behind Dircks. 

Drey Dircks almost had the 250cc 
win, leading until three miles from 
the finish where his bike threw a rod. 
Thetough course only let three 250cc 
Experts finish, and the 200s stayed 
home. 

In the three-lap divisions, Open 
Amateur Bill Watkins was first over- 
all on his CMT / Bernie's East Valley / 
ERCKTM with a 36.12 mph average. 

Robert Chadwick and Larry Jones, 
both on Honda 250s, had a good bat- 
tle for the 30* Senior Veteran win 
with the nod going to Chadwick. 

For the day 60.9% of the racers fin- 
ished this event sponsored by Casebeer 
Motocross Team.

Roper takes 
Laguna Vintage win

MONTEREY, CA, JULY 12 

The Nissan 200 AMA National 
Road Race weekend held at 
Laguna Seca Raceway played 
host to a number of races, in- 


cluding round four of the California 
Vintage Racing Group's Champion- 
ship Vintage Series in which Team 
Obsolete's Dave Roper stormed to his 
first ever Laguna Seca win and his 
second AMA National Vintage vic- 
tory in as many west coast races 
aboard his 500cc G50 Matchless sin- 
gle. The Hap Jones/Avon Tires 
Ducati 250 of Mike Green took his 
first 1986 West Coast 250cc AMA 
National Vintage win since winning 
the Lightweight-2 event at Daytona 
this past March. 

Two Matchless G50s, two Triumph 
T100s and a Manx Norton (that of 
World Speed Record Holder Don 
Vesco) lined the front row, while 
more Triumphs, BSAs plus a Ducati 
and Ariel lined the second row. The 
350cc class was made up of four 









Ducatis and one BSA and AJS 7R 
while the 250cc grid had three Duca- 
tis, two Hondas, Mike Canepa's 


Aermacchi, a Parilla plus a Bultaco - 


and Ossa which ran in the Two- 
Stroke class. 

With the one board sideways and 
the green flag down, Roper, Vesco 
and Dave Walden all leapt from the 
line and the battle started for Lagu- 
na's famous turn two. With Roper 
coming out up front, followed by 
Vesco's Team Obsolete Manx and 
Walden's Triumph Twin, they all 
tried to pull clear of the pack, but 
only the leading duo did so. 

Next away was the 350s with Team 
Obsolete's AJS 7R leading the way 
and Marco Polo at the controls as he 
led the pack into the first set of turns. 
Hot on his tail was the Ducati short- 
stroke of Dave Troetschler while every- 
body else was pretty much left in the 
weeds. Finally the 250s were away 
and the WCBR Ducati of Green pulled 
the holeshot leading Jeff Hecox's 
newly built Ducati into turn two. 

Up front Roper widened his lead 
on Vesco while Walden came under 
attack from Craig McLean's Motor- 
cycles Unltd., G50 Matchless and 
Steve DiLallo’s Triumph Twin. Just 
as McLean moved into third, the AJS 
7R 350 of Marco Polo moved around 
him to try out Vesco. Polo went down 
hard and fast, but was unhurt which 
is more than you could say for the 
AJS. With McLean now retaking 
third, DiLallo put a move on Walden 
that stuck; making all the positions 
set in the 500cc class. 

With Polo out, Troetschler assumed 
the 350 lead and seemed on trying for 
the overall as well, as he took on the 
500s of Dan Phillips (BSA B50) and 
Dave Walden. He beat out Phillips, 
but was unable to get the big Triumph 
Twin of Walden so settled for sixth 
overall, beating out Scott Obermul- 
ler’s 350 Ducati who finished second 
in class, but behind the winning 250. 

Back in the 250cc class a couple of 
great battles raged on. First Scott 
Borem’s Bultaco passed Green for the 
lead before he seized one of four umes 
and then once Green pulled clear of 
Borem, Ken Evan on the 10K Engi- 
neering F3 Ducati mounted a charge 
on Green taking the lead just past 
start/finish. The pair battled back 
and forth for a number of laps and 1n 
doing so, they pulled up to eighth 
and ninth overall, passing all the 
350s but one and a flock of 500s. Near 
the halfway point, Green put another 
pass on Evan, this time going into 
turn four. Evan's ignition system 
failed, leaving him sidelined and 
Green with no competition. The first 
250cc Two-Stroke across the line was 
that of Scott Borem, who finished 
10th overall and over a lap ahead of 
the second place Ossa of Jim Craig!

In the 
series, Blalock now has fourth and 
first overall finishes to his credit, 
leading the points race over Graham.

Hopperstad takes 
Denver RR

DENVER, CO, JULY 6 

MRA Champion John Hop- 
perstad solidified his overall 
points lead last week at Denver's 
Second Creek Raceway. Hop- 


perstad, with nearly a 100-point lead 
over second-place Dan Turner, rode 
with his characteristic smooth and 
fast style to win three races today. 


Hopperstad, although not the fas- 
test on the track, has wisely chosen 
races most likely to yield large points 
gains. Consistent top finishes in the 
450cc Superbike event (this time with 
rival and MRA number two Greg 
Smith a close second), along with 
wins in the Formula Colorado and 
600cc Superbike races gained him 
over 90 points on this day alone. 

The 600cc Superbike event in par- 
ticular exemplified the Hopperstad 
philosophy. One of the most popular 
races in the MRA, this class runs two, 
four-lap heats as qualifiers for the 
final at the end of the day. The heats 
revealed great promise for the main 
with the FZ600s of Hopperstad, Aspen 
star Dieter Lane, and newcomer Kurt 
Dimick dominating heat one. RZ350s 
followed a lone RG500 Suzuki ridden 
by Chris Schulze in the second heat. 

But the final might as well have 
been a rerun of heat one as far as heat 
two riders were concerned. Hopper- 
stad, Lane, and Dimick again ran 
away from the crowd. Dimick clearly 
rode as if waiting for the leader to 
make a mistake. Lane appeared as if 
he would, and Hoppy tried to keep 
the two at bay. Lane seems fast but 
out of control, and the expected last 
lap battle ended abruptly and anti- 
climactically. Lane attempted an out- 
side pass on the hairpin turn one 


going into the last lap, experienced 
an undramatic low-side instead and 
let Hoppy have the win. Dimick 
happily moved up one spot and 
Schulze picked up third place. 

This is not to imply that Lane was 
all errors, however. He pulled off 
wins in the Formula One, Open 
Superbike, and 600cc Production 
classes, clearly presenting a challenge 
to the acknowledged MRA veterans. 
Lane currently holds third place in 
the overall standings, 30 points behind 
number two Turner. 

Turner apparently uses the same 
philosophy that has given Hopper- 
stad the lead. Riding a GSXR750 for 
the most part, Turner managed a 
fourth place finish 1n 750cc Produc- 
tion, fifth in Open Production, fourth 
in Formula One and fifth in Open 
Superbike. This has kept him out of 
the limelight, but the consistent plac- 
ing shows up well in the overall 
standings. 

Brother Aaron Turner, in contrast, 
a flashier and more aggressive rider, 
frequently shows up ahead of Dan in 
the races they ride together, yet falls 
to 18th place in the overall standings 
barely half as many total points. 
Aaron's philosophy exemplifies the 
methodology of many of the MRA's 
fastest riders. With contingency rac- 
ing fast becoming a way of life for 
club racers, the hotshoes all ride the 
money classes with little concern or 
regard for championship points.

Strong, Green 
invade Idaho FT

COUER D’ALENE, ID, JULY 27 
Kirk Strong capped off an in- 
credible weekend of dirt track 
racing in the northwest after 
winning the Open Expert/ 


Junior/Pro-Am combined main event 
at the Kootenai Three-Quarter Mile 
Classic in which $5000 was up for 
grabs, including $1000 for the win in 
the Open ranks which went to 750cc 
Harley-Davidson-mounted Strong 
while Randy Green grabbed a win in 
the 600cc Pro-Am final. 

One hundred sixteen riders were in 
attendance at the second of two Pro- 
Am events this summer in Coeur 
d'Alene. Amateur action was first up 
in the program and saw K TM-mount- 
ed Mike Boge put his motocross- 
based machine into the winners cir- 
cle in the 250cc Amateur main event 
after beating Yamaha rider Cory 
Weikel and motocross Pro Andy 
James. Local Honda terror Billy Lenz 
rode the wheels off his 500cc thumper 
to get the win in the 500cc Amateur 
main over the likes of Mark Car- 
stensen and Scott Knodell. 

Professional acuon was by far the 
most exciting of the seven events in 
the day's program with the 250cc Pros 
up first. Canadian Steve Aseltine, a 
Pro-Am class contester, put in a sen- 
sational ride on the Yamaha North- 
west YZ250-based machine for a win 
in the class and the accompanying 
$300 while second place cash went to 


local Mitch McGinnis, third fell to 








rookie-Expert Randy Roose, who 
came all the way from Bellingham, 
Washington. 

Pro-Am rider Darrel Davis was one 
of the many, many riders to journey 
from western Washington and made 
the trek from Bremerton pay off by 
nabbing the win in the 500cc Pro-Am 
main event on his Cliffs Cycles 500cc 
single. Aseltine was to be Davis' clos- 
est competition in the 12-lap race, 
thus earning the Canadian speedster 
second at the finish over Canadian 
Murray Newman. Newman passed 
former National number holder 
Ronnie Yamamoto late to nab third. 
In the newly added 600cc Pro-Am 
class it was a National number sweep 
with Green getting the win over 
Strong and Donald Wilson. 

The best race was saved for last in 
the form of the 15-lap Open Ex/ Jr/ 
Pro-Am final which paid $1000 to 
win with riders in attendance from 
California, Washington, Oregon, 
Montana, Canada and Idaho; many 
after attending Friday night's Oregon 
TT Regional. Green motored into the 
lead on his Carl Blomfeldt tuned 
Harley 750 with local AMA Junior 
Tim Stults running second on the 
Roy Stults Dist. Harley. Incredible 
rides were being turned in by heat 
race winner Mickey Fay aboard the 
National number 13 plated David 
Manko/Panchos Harley Shop 750 
and similar-mounted Strong, who 
came from well back in the 17-rider 
field to land top five spots early in the 
main event. The duo moved up 
through traffic as did National 
number 74 Mike Sullivan. Sullivan 
and Stults had a bloody battle for 
third until Stults crashed. Green's 
fine ride came to an end in the later 
stages when his Harley sputtered to 
the sidelines as he watched $1000 go 
down the tubes. 

Green's demise put Strong into the 
lead over Sullivan, Fay and Wilson.

Pederson claims

WINNIPEG, CANADA, JULY 10 
Ross Pederson shut down a 
determined Jeff Hicks to win 
the Labatt's Challenge 3 Arena- 
cross today. In doing so, the 
factory Yamaha rider was victorious 
for the third consecutive time at the 
Winnipeg Arena. In fact, Pederson 
has never lost either a qualifier or 
semi-final in this building and has 
now defeated Hicks all three times.

Hicks had 
more work 1n his heat, battling Que- 
bec's Arnaud Barnaud right to the 
finish. Other qualifier winners were 
Allen Dyck and Jeff Surwall. By the 
time the two semi-finals came up, the 
racing was getting fierce. The Win- 
nipeg track, built in a hockey arena, 
was hardly spacious. With only five 
corners, a section of rockers, two sets 
of doubles and a plateau jump, the 
riders were forced to make their own 
room. It was in the first semi final 
that Hicks discovered just how little 
of that room was available. While 
trying to make his way around Dyck, 
the Honda rider had his first spill of 
the night and was forced to hold off a 
rapidly-closing Shane Drew. Dyck, 
currently in second place in the Can- 
adian 250cc motocross standings, took 
the win. 

Pederson wanted no:part of the 
heavy traffic, as he led wire-to-wire in 
his semi. Behind him, Jeff Surwall 
and Jan Vetesnick were going at 1t. 
Vetesnick had recently defected from 
Czechoslovakia and is now making 
his home in Winnipeg. Displaying 
the skill that won him the 1984 
Czechoslovakian 250 motocross cham- 
pionship, Vetesnick made an impres- 
sive showing 1n his first-ever arena- 
cross. 

After the radical-jump contest and 
a display by Doug Domokos, we were 
ready for the 20-lap main event. Hicks, 
by this time, was getting tired of 
looking at the rear of Ross Pederson's 
Yamaha. On March 27, in this build- 
ing, Hicks had led most of the final 
until being caught up in lapped riders. 

Hicks stormed out of the gate, fol- 
lowed by Dyck, Pederson and Vail- 
lancourt. Pederson looked a little 
sluggish for seven laps, but once 
"Roller Ball" charged by Dyck, he 
quickly reeled in Hicks. What ensued 


was pure entertainment. For 10 laps

MacMillan wins 
wet St. Pie RR

ST. PIE, QUEBEC, CANADA, 
JULY 13 

Alternating sunny and wet con- 
ditions played havoc with the 
Moto International Cup at San- 
air, but once again Paul Mac- 
Millan benefited from these changes 
to win the Superbike class in the fifth 
round of the 1986 Castrol Eastern 
Canada Challenge Series. 

Suffering from a mysterious down- 
on-power engine in his Brooklin Cy- 
cle/Dunlop/Nolan/Dainese Honda 
VFR750R, MacMillan struggled to 
get second in the Pro 750cc Production 
final. When the clutch on his lap- 
record holding Suzuki 1100 Katana 
Superbike expired, it looked like Mac- 
Millan would be stuck in midpack 
for the Pro Open Superbike final 
with the stock Honda. 

But then it rained. Currently re- 
ferred to as “the rain god" in the local 
press, MacMillan's speed in the wet 1s 
legendary. MacMillan warmed up 
for the final by demolishing his oppo- 


sition in Pro Open Production, where 


many top riders crashed on the rub- 
ber-laden drag strip portion of the 
circuit. 

When the dionice feature went 
to the grid, most of the top riders had 
already conceded victory to MacMil- 


‘lan. Sprinting into the lead from the 


start, MacMillan was in possession of 
a safe lead after two laps. 

Second place went to Suzuki Can- 
ada/CAM 2 Shoei/Treen/Dunlop 
Wiseco/Yoshimura/Phoenix 
GSXR750R rider Michel Mercier, 


fresh from his win at the opening 
round of the National Series the week 
before on the West Coast at Westwood. 
Earlier in the day Mercier had domi- 
nated the Pro 750cc Superbike final 
in the dry, but never seemed bothered 
to challenge MacMillan in the wet. 
This may change, however, if it rains 
at a National round. 

Norm Murphy had a lonely race 
into third on the Weld-rite/Brooklin/ 
McBride’s/Shoei Suzuki GSXR750. 
Fourth place, however, was a real war 
with Lee Racicot (Yamaha TZ750), 
Roy Hare (Suzuki GSXR1100 endu- 
rance racer), Claude Leroux 
(GSXR750 Superbike) and Derrick 
Medaglia (stock GSXR 750) all taking 
a turn in the spot. Racicot dropped to 
the back of this group and Hare 
looked set for fourth by mid-race, but 
then Racicot put on a charge that 
carried him past the mob to nab 
fourth. Hare was right behind in fifth 
while Leroux and Medaglia dropped 
off the pace at the end (fogged visors 
were a big problem) to finish sixth 
and seventh. Honda RS250 rider Chris 
Knowles put on a late race sprint that 
carried him up through the pack to 
eighth, almost catching the Leroux/ 
Medaglia battle on the last lap. 

Leroux had better luck in the dry 
750cc Superbike race, leading Mercier 
for the first couple of laps. When 
Mercier dialed up the pace Leroux 
dropped to second, but was still well 
clear of a tight battle for third between 
Murphy and MacMillan. MacMillan's 
Interceptor was getting killed on the 
straights by Murphy's Superbike, but 
MacMillan could make up the differ- 
ence in the corners, and especially 
under braking. In the end horsepower 
ruled, with Murphy crossing the mid- 
drag strip finish line first. 

Pro 750cc Production turned out to 
be a dominant performance for the 
Walter Wolf/Moto International/ 
Michelin Suzuki RG500 of Mario Du- 
Hamel. DuHamel controlled the pace 
from the start while Carl Patoine's 
RG500 held off the Yamaha FZ750 of 
Tom Douglas and MacMillan. Doug- 
las could draft by Patoine's 500. Both 
got by Patoine briefly, but only Mac- 
Millan could stay ahead to get second. 

DuHamel and fellow front-runner 
Al Royer crashed at the start of the 
wet 600cc Production event, and for- 
mer Formula Two ace Paul Brignell 
and Patoine pulled away from a 
rapidly thinning field. Brignell 
seemed to have the lines picked right, 
but Patoine snuck by on the last lap 
to take the win. Unable to use his 
FZ600, Douglas borrowed an Ama- 
teurs Honda NS400 and finished 
third in his first race on a two-stroke, 
while Royer remounted and got back 
up to fourth. 

Formula Two winner Michel Cho- 
lette led the whole distance on.a 
Honda RS250 with Ralph Murphy 
and points leader Al Inglis staying 
close but not passing.
